Man Who Robbed Gettysburg 
College Is On Hunger Strike 


NORRISTOWN. Pa. (PV—George 
T. Olisson, form er college and pro- 
football sta r jailed on charges of 
$25,000 thefts from 500 schools and 
clubs, today held doggedly to his 
Juday hunger strike. 
{J Among the schools he is said to 
IJn v e robbed is Gettysburg College. 
Peter J. Reilly, warden of Mont­ 
gomery County prison, has asked 
the county court for help in deal­ 
ing with the m atter, 
Dr. Albert G. Davis, the prison 
physician, said that forced feeding 
would be necessary by the end of 
the week lf Glisson continued his 
fast. The 
prisoner’s 
weight 
has 
dropped from 160 to 146 pounds. 
Reilly asked Judge George C. 
Corson to appoint a new sanity 
commission to exam ine the 34-vear 
old Glisson, who was described as 
being “ very sullen and m orose.” A 
commission 
last 
week 
reported 
Glisson as “ m orally responsible.” 
As related by the warden, Glis- 
aon’a wife, his lawyer, a m inister 
and prison officials all have tried 
without success to persuade him to 
take nourishing 


“He refuses,” Reilly said, “ in­ 
sisting that everybody is trying to 
poison him .” 
Glisson escaped from Norristown 
State Hospital on Aug. 25 and was 
taken by authorities on tile Villano- 
va University cam pus three days 
later. 
Two 
psychiatrists, 
exam ining 
him then, reported that he w as un­ 
balanced but not insane. They rec­ 
ommended that he be com m itted 
to F ar view State Hospital for the 
Crim inally Insane. But Judge Cor­ 
son held that he could not com m it 
to the state hospital a defendant 
who was not adjudged insane. He 
ruled that Glisson m ust stand trial. 
The one-time football player was 
arrested on July 27. Police said 
that he adm itted the thefts, all in 
locker rooms of country clubs, ath­ 
letic team s 
and schools 
in the 
East. They added that he recorded 
the thefts in a diary which was 
found in his home. 
Glisson was then sent to Norris­ 
town State Hospital for observation. 
It was during this testing period 
that he eluded a guard and es­ 
caped.

Eight Nations Warn Commies 
Against Further Aggressions 


In Southeast Asia; Sign Pact

MANILA 
— E ight nations of 
the E ast and the W est signed a 
collective s e c u r i t y pact today 
which in effect w arns the Commu­ 
nists against any further aggres­ 
sion in Southeast Asia. 
It took just three days for the 
United States, France, G reat Bri­ 
tain, A ustralia, New Zealand, Thai­ 
land, Pakistani and the Philippines 
to reach com plete accord. 
The treaty hangs a big “ no tres­ 
passing” sign on sm all nations in 
the area. It binds the eight na­ 
tions m ilitarily and econom ically, 
and declares each party will m eet 
the “ common danger” of arm ed 
attack in the treaty area or against 
any m em ber “ in accordance with 
its constitutional processes.”

H. Frazier, association president,

“As a result, long term custodial 
care takes the place of prompt, 
successful treatm ent methods,” he 
said. 
Dr. Hilding A. Beng® director of 
the State Welfare D epartm ent’s

Frazier’s statem ents without know­ 
ing “ what criteria were used and 
where his statistics come from .” 
Frazier said Pennsylvania dis­ 
charges annually 85 of every 1,000 
patients from 17 state m ental hos­ 
pitals compared with the average 
of 160 per 1,000 for the country.
